Marshall, former Army Chief of Staff, said that in 1945 the Army 
made “very heavy” cutbacks in ammunition orders as need slacked 
off, whereas May had said it was “screaming” for shells then, 
prompting him to appeal a Garsson contract cut. : 

The former Congressman is on trial on charges of taking $55,000 
in bribes while wartime House Military Committee Chairman from 
arms manufacturers Henry and Murray Garsson, brothers who are 
co-defendants in the case. The Government contends the Garssons 
paid May for War Department favors he sought for them. 

May's son said the Garssons gave him a contract for gunshell 
boxes at a New York conference in January, 1944. 


U. S., Reds Swap Challenge To Speed Talks 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., May 28—(UP)—The United States and 
Russia challenged each other Wednesday to speed United Nations 
talks on atomic control. 

Soviet Delegate Andrei Gromyko, complaining directly to the 
United States, said “we are moving too slowly and if we maintain 
this pace, we will be here two years just discussing the 12 Soviet 
amendments (to the American-backed Baruch plan for atomic 
— Gromyko warned of the possibility of an eventual dead- 
ock. ¥ 

Frederick Osborn, of the United States, replied that the United 
States shared Gromyko’s desire to get on with the discussions. Then, 
criticizing what he considered to be a suspiciously unclear Soviet 
resolution, he added “the way to do this is to use language so clear 
and explicit that it cannot be misunderstood.” 


Bevin's Global Policy Okayed by Labor Party 


MARGATE, England, May 28—(#)—Britain’s Labor Party, with 
Leftwing “rebels” showing unforeseen strength, voted two-to-one 
Wednesday in a test in support of Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin’s 
international policies. 

Prior to the vote, Deputy Prime Minister Herbert Morrison and 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Hugh Dalton indicated clearly at the 
party's annual conference that Britain intended to stand on her own 
feet economically and wanted no second loan from the United States. 

Morrison said he hoped for closer trade relations and “better un- 
derstanding” with Russia. 


Lewis Gives Brother Denny Reins of District 50 


WASHINGTON, May 28—(4)—John L. Lewis has handed over 
the “functions and authority” of the presidency of the United Mine 
Workers’ District 50 to-his brother, A. D. (Denny) Lewis, it was 
disclosed Wednesday. 

District 50, a catch-all union, was formed in 1936 to organize 
workers in all branches of industry, whéther connected with coal 
or not. 

The UMW President signed an order authorizing the change on 
May 24, as John Kmetz, who had been serving as head of District 
50, left for Europe as an alternate delegate to the International La- 
bor Organization (ILO) in Geneva. 

Disclosure of the shake-up in District 50 leadership was made 
in the UMW Journal. .

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Senate Sets 
$4-Billion 
Tax Cut 


WASHINGTON, May 28—~f/)— 
A $4,000,000,000-a-year income tax 
eut was voted late Wednesday by 
the Senate, 52 to 34. 


The bill, which reduces the pay- 
ments of most taxpayers by 20 to 
30 percent, now goes back to the 
House, where similar tax-reduction 
legislation already has been 
passed. 

There is one big difference be- 
tween the two bills, however.: The 
House voted to make the reduc- 
tion retroactive to last Jan. 1; the 
Senate decided to make it effec- 
tive this coming July 1. 


This,, and other, differences, 
probably will be ironed out in a 
Senate-House Conference Commit- 
tee. Then President Truman will 
be confronted with the question 
whether he shall sign a bill he 
doesn’t like.

Rep. Wilson, Republican, In- 
diana, Chairman of the House 
Flood Control Subcommittee, said 
Wednesday he believed the Public 
Works Committee would turn 
Clark’s Hill over to the Power 
Company.

President Truman’s proposal of a merg- 
er of the Government’s many housing bu- 
reaus into a single permanent agency is 
a logical one. 


The complexity of the present Federal 
housing picture, with its several overlap- 
ping agencies, demands integration. More- 
over, the situation will be further con- 
fused upon expiration of the first War 
Powers Act, when the emergency co-ordi- 
nation of many of the bureaus will be 
terminated. In fact, unless some action 
is taken in the interim, we will see the 
Government’s housing program scattered 
among 13 agencies in seven separate de- 
partments. 


President Truman seeks to merge the 
functions of these into a permanent over- 
all agency comparable to the emergency- 
created War Housing Agency. This would 
be divided into three main units: 

1. A Federal Housing Administration, 
performing the same duties as the pres- 
ent FHA. 

2. A Home Loan Bank Board, to admin- 
ister the Federal Savings and ’.oan Insur- 
ance Corporation, the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation and the functions of the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Bank Board. 


The GOP and the South 


We trust that Southerners are looking 
at Congress and the GOP leadership as it 
chooses the appropriations on which to 
apply the economy ax. 

The school lunch program is being 
slashed to such an extent that Georgia 
alone will lose almost $2,000,000 in Federal 
funds. The South has the most children to 
educate and the most families with low 
incomes. Slashing the lunch program will 
hit hardest in the South—where the Re- 
publicans have no real political interest. 

There is a great effort on to cut soil 
conservation benefits in half or more. The 
South, because of its type soil, which 
washes away easily, and because ®f our 
vears of row-cropping, is the region most 
in need of soil conservation practices. It 


3. A Public Housing Administration, to 
assume the functions of the present Fed- 
eral Public Housing Authority. 

The President’s proposal has merit and 
is worthy of consideration. 

However, in view of the fact that the 
Republican Congress shows little disposi- 
tion to enact any Federal housing legisla- 
tion at this time, perhaps it would be bet- 
ter to delay action for a period of at least 
another year. 

In the meantime, a great many func- 
tions of the various agencies could be 
eliminated, they having already been 
stripped of much of their emergency 
power. This would not only effect a con- 
siderable saving, but it would also elimi- 
nate any doubt that the building industry, 
and it alone, is responsible for any hous- 
ing shortage which continues to exist. 

Even with Sen. Taft very firmly in 
command of the majority party, Congress 
evidences no disposition to enact the Wag- 
ner-Ellender-Taft Bill to provide Federal 
encouragement of widespread housing con- 
struction. Therefore, it seems only sensi- 
ble to curtail Government housing func- 
tions wherever possible until such time as 
it is proved whether or not private enter- 
prise alone is capable of doing the job. 


will cost the GOP nothing—politically—to 
economize on the South. 

The Constitution is pleased to see three 
Georgia Congressmen, Reps. Davis, Pace 
and Brown, vigorously opposing this so- 
called “economy.” 

The Atlanta Constitution is for econ- 
omy in government, but it is not pleasant 
to see politics dictate that one region of 
the nation shall suffer more than others 
from the results of the major economy 
moves. 

It is especially unpleasant to see the 
soil conservation program betrayed when 
the world is short of food and when we 
know that one-fourth of our total ‘amount 
of crop land is in need of immediate treat- 
ment to save it for the future. 


‘No Sense in Procrastination 


It is to be regretted that the Senate 
has voted to reject the proposal to elimi- 
nate the discrimination which now exists 
because of the so-called “community 
property” laws of 10 of the 48 States. — 

It means that for at least another year 
residents of Arizona, California, Idaho, 
Louisiana, Nevada, New Mexico, Okla- 
homa, Oregon, Texas and Washington will 
continue to be accorded special tax ex- 
emption privileges denied citizens of other 
States. 

Sen. McClellan, of Arkansas, sought to 
amend the income tax bill to extend the 
community property tax system through- 
out the country, so that the 38 States 
which currently do not have it would not 
be forced to bear a disproportionate share 
of the tax load. Under that system, hus- 
bands and wives are allowed to split their 
incomes for tax purposes, thus effectuat- 


ing a considerable family saving. 

McClellan’s amendment was rejected 
by a vote of 51 to 29, 13 Democrats—in- 
cluding Sen. George—joining with 38 Re- 
publicans to kill it. 

Republican spokesmen, while giving 
lip service to the idea of a community 
property tax setup, contend that now is 
not the time to inaugurate it. 

For our part, we are more inclined to 
agree with Sen. McClellan, who, answer- 
ing a GOP promise that the plan would 
be put at the top of the tax revision agenda 
next year, declared: 

“That means another year of the un- 
fair burden. There is no sense in procras- 
tination. If we are going to reduce taxes, 
let us adopt equity first and remove the 
injustice and discrimination under which 
the people of 38 States so long have suf- 
fered.”

RALPH McGILL 
‘Lordy, He Said, 
Looking Backward 


“Lordy,” he said, “when I see a commence- 


ment now, I have to shake my head. Mighty . 


TER! pretty they are. Prettier than any I ever knew 
in my time. And better, I guess. Robes, them square caps, piano 
music and slow procession down the aisle. 


“But, you know, it ain’t the people that have changed so much. 
Maybe they are changin’, slow like, inside. I think they are. And 
I don’t know if it’s for better‘or worse. But I do know they got 
to adjust. 


“I’m an old man now. And I walked up here along the highway 
and I was thinking. The lighted cars whizzed by and the smell 
of burning oil from old cars was a-fightin’ with the honeysuckle 
smell. There ain’t no use to think back to the time when we put 
straw in the wagons or maybe some of the chairs from the kitchen 
and rode down the dirt road to the schoolhouse for the final exer- 
cises. I don’t know if it’s worse now, and only a wistful, afraid sort 
of person thinks that way. It’s gone. And what is—is. That’s the 
way you got to think. 


Change “The exercises don’t change much. The babies still 

squawl and kids play up and down the aisle. Now and 
then city people ask me why they bring babies. That ain’t changed. 
They don’t have anybody to leave them with and if they are goin’ 
to git out any at all of the 365 nights they got to take the babies. 
I notice it usually is people that ain’t had babies that ask that 
fool question. But, as I say, everything is changed except the 
people and I guess, going on slow inside, they are changin’ too. 


“T remember our exercises when [ got my certificate. That’s 
been 53 years ago and that’s a span of time. I’ve got a lot of 
memory of fine, beautiful things dyin’, and good, fine, beautiful 
people dyin’, some of them so young and promisin’ it still chokes 
me to think about them. But, life keeps things going. Life, 
whether it be in a tree or a person, can be mighty stubborn and 
live on no matter what. It may be stunted or crippled, but it will 
live on. And again, you will see a fine tree or a big, fine-lookin’ 
person just suddenly wither away and die, just sort of smilin’ at 
you and never explaining. I’ve got that and I’ve got a memory 
of life, too, and of sacrifice and nobility that will make you stand 
up and say, ‘What a mighty and great piece of work is man.’ 


“I remember how we sat there on the little platform, it 
wasn't a stage, and had our exercises. We didn’t have 
robes. I’m glad they have them now. I remember I didn’t have 
a new suit and neither did most of us. And the girls didn’t have 
new dresses, except two or three. I reckon they didn’t know 
better. The man that run the general store had his boy there in 
a new suit and the feed store man’s daughter and the banker’s 
daughter had new dresses bought from town. It made me feel 
somehow ashamed of myself and mad for my folks that had done 
the best they could by me but couldn’t get me a new suit. That 
was foolish. But, I was just a boy. It seems funny now, some- 
times, when I wake up at night and consider myself, a toothless 
old man with a body gettin’ thin and full of vague pains, and the 
skin dry and wrinkled, that I was ever a boy making a speech at 
the exercises. 


“It may be an old man’s vanity, but I think we spoke better. 
Maybe we didn’t, but speakin’ and debatin’ was mighty powerful 
in those days. There wasn’t much else to do. So they all come, 
the cryin’ babies and the children, and we debated for them. 


Country “The country was the country then. It ain’t now and 

never will be, again. A train trip was somethin’ to 
do once or twice a year. There was the little town, maybe just 
a cross roads with a store or so, the blacksmith shop and the post 
office in one of the stores, or maybe in its own little house.

WASHINGTON—Looking backward at the se 
quence of known events preceding the Pearl Har- 
bor disaster, it s¢ems all the more incredible that 

we should have allowed the Japs to succeed as they did in the sneak 
attack made on our forces. 

Records of the various official investigations conducted of the 
disaster show that our intelligence forces did a marvelous job in col 
lecting vital information bearing on Japan's designs. 

That we were caught napping, as we were, may be attributed 
almost entirely to the failure of our higher officers to properly in- 
terpret this information. 

Perhaps the most concise statement yet prepared on the chrone 
logical sequence of events leading up to the Pearl Harbor attack is 
to be found in an article carried in last week's Saturday Evening 
Post. It was written by Seth W. Richardson, general counsel of the . 
Joint Congressional Committee which conducted a prolonged inves 
tigation of the disaster. 


Points For purposes of simplification the points dealt with in 

Mr. Richardson’s article should be divided into two cate 
gories. Category One lists the following information: 

l. That we knew of the imminence of war. 

2. That we knew the enemy could only be Japan, in the event 
of hostilities in the Pacific. 

3. That we knew of the Japanese tradition for launching a sneak 
attack at the beginning of war. 

4. That the chief prize for any sneak attack would be our fleet, 
which was concentrated at Pear] Harbor. 

5. That the most likely and dangerous form of attack on Hawaii 
would be an air attack launched from carriers—and that it would 
be timed to strike at dawn and probably on a Sunday morning, by 
way of making it a complete surprise. 


The second category of information we had, as developed 
by our intelligence forces, might be listed as follows: 

l. The “bomb-plot” messages sent by the Tokyo War Office to 
the Japanese Consulate at Honolulu, the first of which was dated 
September 24, 1941. These are the messages which directed that 
full information be sent Tokyo regarding the movement of vessels 
in Pearl Harbor. They take their name fromthe fact that the har- 
bor was plotted out into five areas for possible bombing. 

2. By November 28 we knew that Jap carriers were missing 
from the main Japanese fleet. 

3. During the same critical period, Washington intercepted the 
so-called “deadline’’ messages, in which Japan, in directions to its 
ambassadors at Washington, finally fixed November 28 as “the 
time things will automatically begin to happen,” if an understand- 
ing were not consummated in the meantime. 

4. The Mori message of the day before the attack. This was the 
radio-telephone conversation between Honolulu and Tokyo which 
made various references to flights of planes from Honolulu, 
ships present at Pearl Harbor, searchlights, etc.—all indicating the 
transmission of important information in open code. 

5. Finally, the 13-part message from Tokyo to its ambassadors 
in Washington on the night before the attack, the most significant 
feature of which was the instructions that the note be delivered to 
Secretary of State Hull at 1 o'clock p. m., on the following day; 
which was Sunday. 

Hindsight is always easier than foresight, of course. But it still 
seems a bit amazing that someone along the line was not able to 
summarize the foregoing events and come up with the right answer 
—that the Japs were planning to strike at Pearl Harbor 

Yet no one did. The person who came nearest to it seems to have 
been Gen. George Marshall, then Army Chief of Staff. 

Miss The significance of the final instructions from Tokyo to 

hand the note to Secretary Hull at 1 p. m. on the following 
day, Sunday, December 7, 194), was passed over by Admiral Stark, 
chief of naval operations, and the others through whose hands it 
passed, 

When the message was finally brought to Gen. Marshall's atten- 
tion after 10 o’clock on the morning of December 7 he saw its pos- 
sible significance at once and immediately tried to act by sending 
an alert to all Pacific posts. But it was too late. 

Looking at the evidence in the case as Mr. Richardson present 
it in his interesting article, it would seem that we did have all the 
information at our disposal that was necessary to make an accurate 
appraisal of Japanese plans. We failed because our intelligence 
officers were not able to make a proper interpretation of the ex- 
cellent information they had been able to obtain.

They Played on Prejudice 


This is a story of two juries—one in the District of Columbia and 
the other in South Carolina. The first contained nine Negroes, the 


other consisted of all whites. 


The South Carolina jury, the 
white one, heard the case of 28 
taxicab drivers, all of them whites, 
accused of participating in the 
brutal lynching of a Negro who 
they suspected had murdered an- 
other cab driver. 


The jurymen also heard an im- 
passioned plea from the defense 
attorneys—a plea slyly and subtly 
saturated with race hate. The 
heard the defense attorney tell 
them that they should rebuke the 
Northerners who had taken an in- 
terest in the case. 
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Judge J. Robert Martin, Jr., who 
is a credit to his profession and 
to the bench, did everything in his 
power to keep the racial issue out. 
But the defense counsel continual- 
ly played with the fire of race 
prejudice. 


THE DEFENSE cited Northern 
publications and radio commenta- 
tors to support its accusation that 
the accused were victims of the 
incurable malady of ‘“meddler’s 
itch.” One of the defense attor- 
neys asked the jury to recall “That 
the North never sympathizes with 
us, always criticizes us, ever since 
they laid waste to our land and 
burned every piece of Southern 
property.” 


This South Carolina jury with 
its 12 white members deliberated 
for five hours and found;not a 
single defendant guilty, despite 
the confessions, the identifica- 
tons by other white witnesses, 
the judge’s impartiality and 
strong charge, but of course, 
with the appeal to race preju- 
dice by the defense attorney 
ringing in their ears. 


IN THE District of Columbia, 
the jury of nine Negroes and three 
whites listened to the evidence in

Designer Plans 


To Open School 
Of Styling, Fitting 


By WINIFRED WARE 


Atlanta needs and may get a 
school for the “Art of Styling and 
Fitting.” Paul Marcel, designer 
and stylist for Regenstein’s says: 
“Atlanta has the big city touch. 
With her stores equal to any on 
Fifth Avenue, and her women 
noted for their good taste in 
clothes, she is rapidly attaining a 
reputation as a fashion center. But 
Atlanta is suffering from the same 
ailment that is found in most style 
centers today—a shortage of train- 
ed and experienced stylists and fit- 


ters.” 

Mr. Marcel was born near 
Paris, studied fashion designing 
and worked with some of the fore- 
most designers there before com- 
ing to New York 13 years ago. 
The French designer, who has been 
in Atlanta over six weeks, says 
he has found in the United States 
and particularly in Atlanta that 
“the field of fitters consists al- 
most entirely of middle-aged and 
older women with very few young- 
er people coming into the in- 
dustry. This is due partly to the 
lower pay brackets for the work 
and partly to what is falsely con- 
sidered a lack of prestige in the 
occupation. P 

“What I hope to do,” he says, “is 
to get the co-operation of several 
of the stores in Atlanta and open 
a school to teach the-Art of Styling 
and Fittings We could offer a 
course to the young girls pouring 
into the city every year looking for 
work, and pay them a small salary 
while they go to school and learn 
and then when they are trained 
they will be worth $60 to $65 a 
week to us rather than the $25 to 
$30 a week most working girls get 
when they start to work in a store 
or office. Our courses will be open 
to women of all ages, of course, but 
we particuarly want to offer 
training to the younger girls.” 

Marcel! explained that the school 
would mean a saving to all con- 
cerned in the long run even with 
the higher salaries paid to the 
fitters because then the _ stores 
would hire 25 expert fitters instead 
of 40 or 50 untrained ones at a 
lower salary and the customer 
would get better service at less 
cost per remodeling detail.” 

As for prestige, Marcel said, 
“but what could have more pres- 
tige than a talented stylist or de- 
signer and that Is what we plan 
to make out of all of our students 
—we'll train them in the art of 
fitting and draping and other 
stvling details needed to build a 
garment for a certain figure rather 
then just a size—we'll discard the 
word ‘alterations,’ and say simply 
‘shorten a sleeve’ or ‘remodel’ a 
garment. Our girls could start to 
work here in Atlanta and get ex- 
perience and then if they develop 
further. who knows, out of this 
we might develop sorge fine de- 
cieners!”
